Osear Elmo, at the time of the al- 
lewed agreement, was 35 years old. He 
had lived at the home of Marie Plem- 
ing Everest’s mother, Mrs. Magee. The 
young woman was then known by 
many persons as Miss Magee. 

Dr. Hopkins testified that he had kept 
the paper referred to for nearly seven 
years, and that it was nearly destroyed 
by being accidentally thrown into a 
fire. 

Hie testimony as to the agreement 
between Elmo and Marie Fleming Ever- 
est was corroborated by the other wit- 
nesses, Donner and Ryan. 


Wot Sure of Words Used. 


Donner ahd Ryan both asserted they 
had seen the young woman sign the 
burned paper, which they identified as 
the marital contract, but neither would 
‘gay he considered that a ceremony took 
place.

MEXICO JAIL SEARCHED 





Gitizens Left Noose After 
Failing to Find Their 
Prisoner. 


Edward J. Bailey, who shot and killed 
his employer, Edward Lawder, a 
wealthy coal mine owner in Mexico, 
Mo., Sunday at noon, was started to St. 
Louis under guard Tuesday afternoon. 
He will be kept in the City Jail fer 
Several weeks until excitement subsides 
in Mexico. 

A mob formed in Mexico Monday 
night for the purpose of lynching Bailey, 
but was frustrated, as Sheriff Johnson 
had beén warned and sent the prisoner 
out into the country, three miles from 
Mexico, where he spent the night in a 
barn. 

Deputy Sheriff Barnett remained in 
the barn with his prisoner until 6 o’clock 
this morning without light. They spent 
the night sitting on the hay talking. 

6 a. m. Bailey was secretly taken 
back to Mexico and again placed in 
ail. At 10 a. m. he was taken to Judge 

ass’ court, where he waived prelim- 
inary hearing and was held to the 
grand jury. 

Fearing that a second mob might 
form, Sheriff Johnson started for St. 
Louls to place Bailey in the City Jail 
for safekeeping. 

The Shertff says he did not recognize 
any member of the mob, which demand- 
ed Bailey, and which he allowed to 
search the jail. All wore handkerchiefs 
over their faces and were heavily 


armed, 

It is the general opinion at Mexico 
that the mob was composed of Mexico 
citizens. They were informed by the 
Sheriff that Bailey had been removed 
from ,the Jail, but were permitted to 
seurch the building. Upon finding Baul- 
ey gone, the mob seemed satisfied and 
quietly departed. They left behind a 
heavy rope, which had evidently been 
carried for use if Bailey was found. 

Excitement ran high in Mexico all 
Monday night, and there was consider- 
able excitement this morning, though 
there were no gatherings of citizeus on 
the streets. Lawder, the dead man, 
was very popular in Mexico. 

Mrs. Edward Bailey, wife of the pris- 
oner, sai@ Tuesday to a Post-Dispatch 
reporter, at her home in Sarber, near 
Mexico: 
itz husband shot Lawder because of 
his relations with me. My husband hac 
just learned what had been between 
Lawder and me since August. 

“Sunday my husband came home in 
the morning and cerefully dressed him- 
self, making his toilet with much more 
than. usual concern. He then left the 
house. It was a short time later when 
he shot Lawder. He must have bor- 
rowed a revolver, as the one he used 
was not his own.” 

Lawder was shot at the railway sta- 
tien in Mexico, while standing on the 
platform waiting pee a rain.

After issuing an information Tuesday 
charging attempted robbery against 
“Red” Austin, assailant of the two lat- 
est of the 38 women who have been 
attacked by robbers during the month 
of November, Harry Rosskopf, assist- 
ant in the office of Circuit Attorney 
Sager, directed an inquiry by the Jail 
physician into the prisoner's sanity. 

The investigation is prompted by the 
recklessness which Austin displayed 
when, after menacing Mrs. Elizabeth 
Jenkins and her sister, Miss Julia Bar- 
ney, with an uplifted brick and pinion- 
ing the younger woman against a wall 
while he gearched her cloak for money, 
he made a similar attack on George 
Spies on Sarah street, near Chouteau 
avenue, under a street lamp, while a 
street car was passing and while many 
persons were on the sidewalk near by, 
shouting his demand, ““‘Throw up your 
hands!’’ so loudly that nearly everyone 
in the vicinity heard him. He was cap- 
tured in a pursuit which the young 
women led. 

Mrs. Jenkins and her husband keep 
a boarding house at 1023 Old Manches- 
ter road, Miss Barney, who is 16 years 
old, lives with them. Monday night 
Julia Barney and Blanche Jenkins, 14 
years old, started to a store after can- 
dy. They had hardly left the yard, 
when a man approached them, threat- 
ened them with an upraised brick and 
demanded their money. 

Sister Rumg for Help. 

‘IT have no money,’ declared Miss 
Barney, and the man seized her cloak. 
She struggled, and he threw her against 
the fence, threatening to kill her if she 
did not hand over her purse. 

The younger girl ran into the house 
and gave the alarm, and Mr. and Mrs. 
Jenkins went to Miss Barney’s aid. 
When they approached the man re- 
leased his hold and ran. The three 
started in pursuit, but soon lost sight 
of the fugitive, whom they say they 
had recognized as Fred Austin, a coal 
driver. 

They continued their search, and say 
they found Austin as he was robbing 
Spies in front of his home at 916 South 
Sarah street. All four seized Austin 
and overpowered him, holding him until 
a policeman arrived. 

Austin was. taken to Old Manchester 
Road Police Station, where Mrs. Jen- 
kins, who had held to his coat all the 
way, attacked him, but was restrained 
by the police. 

Austin, according to the pblice, ad- 
mitted attempting the robbery, explain- 
ing that he thought Julia Barney was 


Mrs. Jenkins, and that he knew that; 


she usually carried a considerable sum 
of money in her purse. 

Monday was payday for many of 
Mrs. Jenkins’ boarders, and Austin 
theught that she would have a larger 
sum than usual with her.

(ieorge Ryan, the Kansas City ‘‘ice-box man,”’ one of the r 
tet.which made the murderous break from the Missouri . eS 
tiary Friday, broke down yesterday and **peached’’ on the: 20-year 
old desperado, declaring that the latter had personally supplied the i 
revolvers, cartridges and explosives used in the jailbreak. 


Spencer was released from the Mis- 
souri Penitentiary on Nov. 9 last,. after 
having served two years for carrying 
burglar tools in Bates County. During 
his confinement he had worked at the 
bench beside Vaughn in the Gieseke 
vhoe shop. It is probable that the young 
man acquired an admiration for his 
strong, bold fellow workman. Certainly 
Some powerful motive must have operat- 
ed to induce the lad to take such des- 
perate chances for no apparent gain to 
himself, 

Aimed to Blow Up Bridge. 

When Spencer left the Penitentiary he 
carried locked up in his brain the de- 


tails of the murderous jail break of last 
Friday. The four convicts, according to 
Ryan's confession, had planned to blow 
up the Jail wall, kill anyone who stood 
in their way, capture a Missouri Pacific 
locomotive, cross the bridge across 
Moreau Creek, which empties into the 
Missouri four miles trom Jefferson City; 
blow up the bridge, cut the wires and 
then make their escape at their leisure. 

Spencer left the Penftentiary with a 
definite part to play in this drama. He 
was to supply the “‘properties."’ He car- 
ried $40 supplied by the conspirators 
with which to obtain them, 

Spencer bought the revolvers in Kan- 
sas City and then went to the mining 


| district at Joplin to get the explosive. 


He stole a large quantity of dynamite, 
and, with a knowledge far beyond his 
years, pressed out from the clay the 
nitro-glycerine it contained and thus se- 
cured a quart Of the concentrated ex- 
plosive. 

Thus equipped he returned by night 
to the neighborhood of the grim walls 
he had left only a few days before. 
He climbed by a watch-tower ladder 
into the stockade, where the prisoners 
worked by day, and which was un- 
guarded at night; crossed an area he 
had often crossed before as a prisoner, 
entered the shoe shop by forcing a 
window and put the articles, wrapped 
up, under Vaughn's workbench. Then 
he retraced his steps, and, by means 
of a rope he had fagtened in place on 
the watch-tower, he climbed back over 
the wall and made his way out of Jef- 
ferson City before the morning dawned. 

A novelist might picture the interest 
with which the boy remote from the 
scene watched the newspapers for news 
of the explosion of the fearful mine he 
had helped to lay. It is not known 
where Spencer is now. He falled to 
make the friend who could not keep

BULL’S-EYE FOR FIREMEN. 


Chief Swingley Invents Elec- 
tric Lantern. 


An electric lantern, invented for use 
at fires by Chief Swingley, and the only 
one of the sort in existence, is now be- 
ing tested with a view to its adoption 
by the local department. 

Experiments conducted thus far have 
proved the lantern’s superiority over 
those now employed by firemen. The 
only thing likely to delay the manufac- 
ture of enough to supply the depart- 
ment is the cost. 

The lantern consists of a dry storage 
battery, enclosed in a square brass cas- 
ing, through which projects a small 
bulb and its protective metal hood, like 
that of a headlight. A reflector muliti- 
plies the brilliancy of the light so that 
it is estimated at 40 candle power. The 
lantern complete weighs eight pounds. 

Its advantages «are its safety for use 
around powder, oils, — or other _ex- 

losives, the impossibility of extinguish- 
ine it by wind, water or smoke, and its 
frecdom from shadows such as those 
cast by lanterns whose frames are of 
wire,

Judge Nortoni Exonerates Dr, 
Gallemore of Stigma of 
“Vagranay.” 


Among the 17 decisions handed down 
Tuesday by the St.” Louts Court of Ap- 
peals was one instructing Judge Taylor 
of the Circuit Court to render a decree 
of divorce in behalf of Mrs. Mary H. 
Humphrey against Dr. Joseph H. Hum- 
phrey, a City Dispensary physician. 

In the Circuit Court, a few weeks ago, 
Mrs. Humphrey testified that the doctor, 
to whom she was married in November, 
1901, left the West End Hotel, where 
they were residing, Nov. 2, 1903, and has 
not lived with her since. 

Judge Taylor held that Mrs. Hum- 
phrey, whose home was in Chicago, had 
not resided in St. Louis one year contin- 
uously, as required by law, prior to the 
filing of the suit. The Conart of Appeals 
reversed and remanded the case. Judge 
Bland wrote the decision, Judges Goode 
and Nortoni concurring. 

In an opinion written by Judge Nor- 
toni the divorce granted to Mrs. Nevada 
G. Gallemore from Dr. Joseph M. Galle- 
more of Washington, Mo., by Judge Da- 
vidson of the Mranklin County Circuit 
Court was revoked and the husband's 
petition was dismissed. 

Judge Nortoni held that the law never 
contemplated that such a man as Dr. 
Gallemore should be branded as a 
“vagrant.”’ The wife’s plea in her 
crossbill was that her husband had ney- 
er supported her, but that she had spent | 
between $4000 and $7000 of her own | 
money on him and herself since their 
marriage, June 30, 38.

Workman’s Torch Starts Flame 
at Leak in 30-Inch 
Main. 





SMOTHERED WITH MUD 





Water Having No Effect, Fire- 
men Throw Dirt and Waste 
on Blaze. 


A leak in a gaspipe under a new office 
building in course of erection at the 
Morthwest corner of Newstead and 
Chouteau avenues Tuesday morning 
caused a fire which for a tinte threat- 
@ned to reach the huge gas tank 30 feet 
from the building, and kept the Fire 
Department busy for two hours. 

A stone and brick building about 50 
Wfeot square and 20 feet high is being 
@ byilt on the corner. The flooring is not 
Jaid, and there is nothing about the 
building to burn. Under the building 
G@re numerous pipes fitted with valves to 
control the gas pressure In the pipes. 

Tuesday morning a workman for the 
Laclede Gaslight Co., which owns the 
pipes and tank, was in the pit tinkering 
With the pipes. He had a gasoline torch 
which set fire to the gas that was pour- 
fing from a defective joint. When the 
g@as first caught fire the flames sprang 
$2 or 15 feet high with a roar, coming 
through the door of the building and 
burning fiercely. 

An ajarm was turned in and the de- 
partment responded. Water had no ef- 
fect ou the flames, but the firemen 
turned on a stream to protect the unfin- 
fished building and some lumber intend- 
ed to be used as flooring. Gradually the 
pressure subsided and the flame became 
emailer until it was only three or four 
feet high. 


Worknien began their efforts at clos- 4 


fing the leak while the firemen tried to 
gimother the ilames. A large crowd col 
lected to watch the efforts of the fire- 
men, who vainly tried to drown the gas 
flame with water. 

Workmen were preparing to tap a 30- 
-§nch main when the gas caught fire. 
‘The men were forced to leave the cellar 
end could not approach the blaze. 

After trying vainly to extinguish the 
blaze with hose the firemen decided to 
fiood the cellar. This would have meant 
g@ heavy loss to machinery and Michael 
O'Donnell, fereman for the gas con- 
pany, suggested using mud and waste in 
@n effort to smother the flames. Men 
from Kngine Compunies 21 and 29 armed 
themselves with handfuls of mud and 
waste and began pelting the hole from 
| which the gas leaked. 
= At first the flame was eight feet high 
’ @nd two feet wide. As the nandfuls of 
ue were thrown onto the pipe the size 
of the flame gradually became smaller 
| and smaller. Finally tarpaulins were 
gtretched over the pile of mud and 
Waste and the blaze was completely 
smothered. 

The gas tank near whick the fire 
gtarted has a capacity of 4,640,000 cubic 
feet of gas, and when entirely full it 
yises to a height of 125 reet. Tuesday 
morning it was filled until it was 1% 
feet high.

A CHANCE TO “SHOW” ST LOUIS. 

The resumption of work on the Belt road is a good 
thing for the Terminal Association. 

Properly built and properly used, that road may 
bring several hundred thousands in additional popu- 
lation and millions annually in increase of manufac- 
turing output to St. Louis.

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GRAFT r AND THE LARCENY LAWS. 
The verdict in the Burton case reinforces the 
opinion of the Missouri Superintendent of Insurance 
that all attempts to legalize law breaking will be 
futile when once there is a determined prosecution 
before an intelligent jury. 

In the looting of life insurance companies and in 
“grafting” practiced by “insiders” in control of oth- 
er corporations, the highest fees have been paid 
famous lawyers to formulate schemes for evading 
the laws against embezzlement and other forms of 
fraud. 

When the “insiders” in one corporation organize 
another corporation and turn over the funds of the 
first to themselves as managers of the second under 
the name of “profits,” the laws against larceny in 
its worst forms bear directly on every point in- 
volved. 

Any honest and intelligent jury will see this and 
will act on it as soon as the facts and the law are 
presented to it. 

The petty devices of high-priced lawyers whose 
services are bought in the interest of law breaking 
at wholesale, will be mere cobwebs when the crisis 
comes. 

It is certainly coming. The country knows lar- 
ceny when it sees it under any one of its most ar- 
tistically systematic forms. It will learn before long 
what virtue there is left in the laws against larceny. 
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The National Anti-Saloon League is to meet in St. 
Louis next year. Is this an honor that comes of 
the Sunday lid? : 
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A LUCKY DOCTOR. 

Luck is a gift more precious than genius, espe- 
cially when it is stimulated by the personal friend- 
ship of the President of the United States. 

Leonard Wood was, in 1898, a practicing physi- 
cian. The Spanish War coming on, Dr. Wood ex- 
changed the surgeon’s saw for the soldier’s shoulder 
straps and as Colonel of Volunteers enabled Mr. 
Roosevelt to win distinction on the battlefield. 

Now he is Major-General of the regular army 
and before his friend leaves the White House will 
by seniority succeed to the command of the army 
as Lieutenant-General and Chief of Staff. 

Gen. Wood may be a great soldier. Nobody can 
prove that he is not. But he has never proved 
that he is. Other officers, long in the service, have 
proved their soldierly quality, but then, they are 
not lucky; and, worse, they have no Joving. friend 
in high quarters. Therefore, the ex-doctor is jumped 
over their heads to supreme command. 

It doesn’t seem quite right. And yet Gen. Wood 
has until October, 1924, to prove his worth’ as a 
soldier. If he has genius as well as luck the event 
will justify the President’s partiality. 

The prediction of a great trust lawyer that the 
trusts cannot permanently endure the strain of com- 
petition and individual enterprise is notable. There 
certainly are many enterprising individuals in these 
United States.

DE ORO REFUSES 
T0 YIELD TROPHY 


Cuban Cueman Holds He Can 
Retain Championship by - 
Forfeiting $100. 


Alfredo de Oro announced yesterday 
that he would not forfeit the diamond 
trophy emblematic of the pool cham- 
pilonship of the world to Thomas Hues- 
ton. De Oro claims that under the rules 
hy entitled to retain it by forfeiting 








Hueston challenged De Oro after the 
latter defeated William H. Clearwater a 
few weeks ago at the Broadway.

Just what kind of police chief Mathieu 
M. Kiely may be is not for the sporting 
editor to presume to establish. Taking 
him on his ukase in boxing we rather 
imagine that the bar did not lose a 
Russeil, a Webster, a Choate or a Root 
when Mr. Kiely took up the truncheon 
and foreswore the wig. 

The statutes of Missouri say that 
prizefights, that is, fights for prizes, 
shall be felonies, and boxing or spar- 
ring matches shall not be permitted in 
public, and shall be misdemeanors. That 
is the sum and substance of the laws 
against boxing in the State, as quoted 
by an eminent lawyer for the Post- 
Dispatch. 

The Jaw does fot say anything aboat 
amateur boxing being permissible un- 
der any conditions. The laws makes 
no distinction between the amateur and 
the professional that we know of. Yet 
Chiet Kiely says that he will permit 
amateur boxing under certain arbitrary 
and autocratic distinctions. 

Where does the Chief of Police get his 
authority for this? The law does not 
say anything about spectators or per- 
formers being exempt if they are mem- 
bers of a club. 

Chief Kiely says that if any person 
wishes to see a boxing match without 
molestation he must see it at a club, by 
club members, no prizes given or admis- 
sion charged. Will the Chief’ kindly 
point out the section of the law whence 
he derives authority for this distinction? 

The law on boxing makes no mention 
of clubs or club members. It says that 
what is known as a prizefight shall 
be a felony and that public sparring 
and boxing shall be a misdemeanor. It 
Ssayvs naught of professionals or ama- 
teurs or clubs, or members or prizes 
or decisions. all. of which Chief Kiely 
makes conditional and provisional, is 
his pronunciamento on boxing.

There were wild fluctuations during the first 
hour in the southern stocks and in lead.

Lead's extreme 
upward rush was 8 above last night; Tennessee 
Coal 4% and Colorado Fuel 2% Lead dipped 
as much as 3% in the interval, Tennessee Coal 
2 and Sloss-Sheffield Steel relapsed to 144 under 
last night. Missouri Pacific, Rock Island pre- 
ferred, Wabash preferred, Locomotive preferred, 
Lead peferred, United States Pipe and National 
Enameling sold 1 to 1% over last night and 
Pacific Mail and Knickerbocker Ice 14%. Bonds 
were steady. 

The Early News. 


There was not very much in the later news 
of particular interest. Subscriptions open this 
morning for the new Japanese 4s loan and 
the amount offered here is $16,250,000. The 
other issues have been two series of 6 per 
cent loans and two series of 4% per cent 
loans. It is the intention of the Japanese Gov- 
ernment to retire the 6 per cents eventually 
with ‘the new 4s. This is the first making 
up day in the London settlement, but no trouble 
is expected. The news from Russia continues 
eerious and the Sultan of Turkey ie sparring 
for wind, in his controversy with the powers. 
Actual hostilities are not expected. Germany 
is generally regarded as the prime disturbing 
element in the European situation, and the 
Kaiser's ambition to be a real war lord must 
be gratified or he will lose prestige. Local con- 
ditions are generally good, the only real bad 
feature being the obvious manipulation of spe- 
clalties by pools. Tennessee Coal continued its 
upward flight again today, advancing $6 per 
share to a new high record at 12%. The story 
that the United States Steel Corporation 1s 
to take over this property at $150 a share is 
again in circulation, but discredited. As it 
is generally believed that the property is in- 
volved in the merger of the, Southern Steel 
and Iron companies. There is not much de- 
mand for stocks in the loan crowd and the 
indications are that the short interest has 
been pretty thoroughly eliminated in the past 
few days. Some inquiry prevails for some of 
the obscure issues, otherwise the demand is 
light. Money rates were easy thoughout the 
day at 4% per cent and interior banks report 
plenty of funds for current business transac- 
tions. Thé local banks here lost $1,010,000 to 
the Subtreasury since fast Friday. 

The Late Trading. 


The stock market continued to be extremely 
active in the late trading, but its move- 
ments were by no means uniform. Tennessee 
Coal soared again, but there is still an ab- 
sence of any reliable information to account 
for its etrength. This is also true of Lead, 
which advanced sharply on what looked like 
very urgent buying. I[t is said that there 
has been a dormant short interest in it for 
some time. The railroad stocks were on the 
whole neglected. St. Paul enjoyed a spurt, 
which, ‘however, did not last. Union Pacific 
selling was called good. Reading hung fire and 
Southern Pacific was heavy. In view of the 
strength of most of the industrials the failure 
of Steel common and preferred to sympathiez 
caused considerable comment. In fact, at- 
tention was called to the fact that whereas 
most of the Standard Oil stocks were active 
and strong, the so-called Morgan stocks were 
neglected and inclined to be heavy. Commis- 
sion business has been in smaller volume than 
yesterday and London was a seller on bal- 
ance. Selli of a realizing character became 
general as ‘the market neared the close, but 
active support was encountered at the decline. 
A break in Tennessee Coal to 128%, however, 
gave the bears the advantage again and the 
close was highly active and irregular.
